| Face Early Summons 


As plans rnoved forward swiftly 
for enlarging the size of Uncle 
Sam’s fighting forces, selective séiv- 
ice made public estimates that 
1,000,000. single men of draft age 
are now deferred on occupational 
grounds. This number would be suf- 
ficient to fill more than one-fourth 
of the requirements of the armed 
services for the remainder of the 
year if they are physically fit. 

That many of these men would 
soon land in the army or navy 
was indicated by instructions to lo- 
cal boards to review deferments 
within six months: after granting 
them and eliminate unnecessary 
ones so that theirindustrial places 
could be taken by women or -other 
men. ie .
